Fig. 5 and the 
corresponding text appear to disclose the manner in which the polyp bars of the cleats of the 
reference spread in contact with the soil, exposing a spike point 17 which causes the largest slide

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reduction. Once the cleat is no longer in contact with the soil, the polyp bars return to their 
original position and surround the spike point.
